partment accomplished anything in this section of the 
date? 
There ia only a thirty minute drive from here to 
uhens. 
A like time ia consumed in going to Hartaelle. 
Somerville while more difficult to rrnch than the other 
t wo cities mentioned is an easier trip by 100 per cent than 
it was five year* ago. The time of travel is a little over 
in hour and a half from Albany-Decatur to Tuscumbia. 
The Huntsville trip can be made in about the same time. 
Has the highway department accomplished anything, or 
have they been idle. 
It is very true that the above roads mentioned are of 
the gravel type with one exception, but cases are very few 
where states go from the mud hole type to the concrete 
or asphalt covering. We believe that the commission has 
accomplished great things and has been a cremendou* aid 
in this section of-the atete. Of course they haven’t built 
roads as fast as we should like to have seen them built, but 
that is only the nature of the American people.

From Cull­ 
man to Birmingham there ia little difficulty while from 
Birmingham to Montgomery the motorist finds no halt 
necessary.

The people want the road, 
ind it is believed that the people will he willing to pay foi 
the roads. There was never a piece of property that war 
not imlproved fifty per cent with the advent of a good road 
nywhere near. 
People realize this fact, they aro not go­ 
ing to hesitate if called upon to support the commission 
just so long as progressive methods are carried out. 
If there is objection to the highway commission and we 
say this with all respect to the present board, then dt 
what is necessary to get another commission, but stop the 
building of highways in this state ? 
No. The state neeth 
highways, the state is progressing, the papers of 
every 
section tell the story of improvement, growth in popula­ 
ron, new plants. 
Do not attempt to stop this growth by 
adopting a tight-fisted policy and calling a halt. Give the 
people themselves the facts, ahow what the commission 
nas done then leave it to them if they wiah to appropriate 
the necessary funds.
